REJECTION OF Bips. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value 
of the article offered, or which is merely a nominal or fractional advance, 
may be rejected by the auctioneer if in his judgment such bid would be 
likely to affect the sale injuriously.

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Peer Re CIALTION OF THE PAYSON THOMPSON 
SOE C-ELON OL PAIN PINGS 


“N HIS important collection of modern pictures is dominated 
primarily by the twenty-four works of one of America’s 
greatest masters of Impressionism—Mary Cassatt—the 

“Painter of mothers and their children,” an intensely individual 
American, although she chose to make her home in France. Born 
in Pittsburgh in 1844, she died in France in 1926. American women 
can well rejoice over the achievement of this great lady, who in 
spite of her French residence, belonged to her native land, and 
moreover is an important figure in the history of modern American 
painting, a study she first pursued at the Pennsylvania Academy of 
Fine Arts. 

Much has been written of her sojourn in France, of her ad- 
miration and studious insight into the art of the old Italian masters; 
of her trips into Spain in quest of Grecos and Goyas, and later of 
her interest in the works of the pastellists; and now of her own 
position equally with Manet, Degas, Monet and Renoir as a peerless 
exponent of Impressionism. | She accomplished this by a complete 
study of and the turning back upon all academic traditions of the 
Italian grandiloquent style, exemplified by her power of receiving 
a full impression, and retaining it vividly in her mind until she had 
rendered it truthfully, but with subtle discrimination, upon canvas 
or millboard. 

A learned draughtsman and student of illumination, she com- 
posed many of her canvases out-of-doors in settings suffused in 
brilliant ight. In her search for the plastic in addition to beauty, 
she taught herself and later her public to see through her can- 
vases the warm light of nature more naturally, in the movements 
of her velvety plump children. She recognized the necessity of 
investing with luminosity the violet or lilac shadows of flesh-tints 
caused by the accidents of reflection, and did so by painting broadly, 
with a perfect control of her pigment and a feeling for color that 
made her representations real and wholesome, yet tinged with de- 


lightful sentiment; the sum total of which was exquisite refine- 
ment, at once virile, replete with grace, supple and caressing. 

The numerous examples of her work in pastel, a medium in 
which she excelled as completely as her distinguished predecessors, 
Rosalba Carriera, Perronneau, Latour and Russell, possess ad- 
vantages that can be claimed by neither oil painting nor water-color. 
That is to say, if pictures in these three mediums be hung side by 
side for one hundred years in a fair light and in a dry place, the 
oil painting will have darkened, and most probably have cracked, 
the water-color will have faded, but the pastel will remain as bright, 
fresh and pure as the day it was painted, an object of beauty, likened 
for delicacy to “the colored dust upon the velvet of butterflies’ 
wings.” 

Other American artists well represented are Frank Weston 
Benson, George H. Bogert, David Johnson, Ridgway Knight, 
Ernest Lawson, Robert Ward Van Boskerck, Robert Crannell 
Minor and William Trost Richards. Especially noticeable are the 
delightful atmospheric renderings of the vast reaches of Arizona 
by Albert Lorey Groll; his arid wastes, dreary levelomands pice 
turesque mesas, coated with fine indigenous grasses that spring up 
’ after the summer rains, and glimpses of verdant valleys remarkable 
for their bright colors, rest under skies built high with huge volumes 
of vapor through which sunshine exhibits the subtle charm of brief 
gleams, piercing the rain clouds and sparkling upon the sandstones 
and clays of the mesas. 

Of the European works, mention must be made of those by 
Jean Francois Raffaélli, Martin Rico, Wilhelm Velten and Fran- 
cisco Domingo y Marques.
